And yet unity is ridiculously easy 
to achieve in any picture. This 
week's illustration 1s an excellent 
example of that point. Here we have 
two vary pleasant, yet by no means 
unusual, people—a father and his 
little boy. They happen to be out in 
a fleld by an old split-rall fence, but 
that {sn't important, The {mportant 
fact—and thé one which moulds the 
picture together and gives it great 
unity—{s that they are both looking 
at the same spot. 

There, {un a nutshell, is the secret 
of unity in picture making. Concen- 
trate all attention oh one spot in 
the picture. That meang that if you 
have two people in a picture you 
will achieve the best result if you 
have them. looking at tho same 
point either in the picture or be-

It is not possible at this time to 
detail all the events and circum 
stances which led to Japan’s vic- 
tories in the Pacific.

We were over-confident, We 
diu not turn the Philippines and 
the lesser islands into the kind of 
bastions which could have repelled 
a@ major attack, Further, we, like 
the rest of the democracies, were 
lethargic—we wishfully disregarded 
the writing on the wall. According 
to Walter Lippman, Japan must 
have spent at least eighteen months 
preparing for an attack on so vart 
,f seale, But few Americans be- 
li¢ved war ns actually coming in 
the Pacific, 

Bright spot in tse Philippine war 
has been the superb fighting spirit 
shown by the Ametican and Wil 
ping troops commanded by General 
MacArthur, who seems to have 
fully lived up to his reputation as 
the ablest Anicrican general offi-+ 
cet. MacArthur's forces were tre- 
sntndousiy outnumbered, Their 
equipment was inferior to that of 
the Japanese. After the eatly days 
of fighting they had no air power 
to speak of. Yet they made the cr« 
emy pay a tremendous toll in men 
and material for every inch of 
ground taken and, at this writing, 
they have entrenched themselves 
on Luzon Island north of lost Ma-. 
nila and on the greact fortress of 
Corregidor in Manila Bay, and are 
continuing the fight.
